GOVERNMENT MORALS AT STAKE 


The inv estigation of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority at last is under way. 
In the 
opening sessions, a numb er of exceedingly 
grav e charges affecting directors, policies and 
activ ities of the Authority were made. In 
the course of the inv estigation, which will 
take a sub stantial length of time to complete, 
all parties inv olv ed will b e heard, and will b e 
giv en ev ery opportunity to present their side. 
The important thing is to make this in­ 
v estigation thorough and impartial. Charges 
and counter-charges must b e weighed, not in 
the light of politics or of partisan considera­ 
tions, b ut in the light of truth. Nothing rele­ 
v ant must b e kept hidden. No one must b e 
whitewashed. 
The senators and representativ es on the 
inv estigating b oard are charged with a grav e 
responsib ility. 
Few inv estigations in our 
congressional history hav e b een as import­ 
ant Far more is inv olv ed in this question 
than whether money was wasted or spent 
wisely, or whether the TVA has b een admin­ 
istered efficiently or inefficiently. The mor­ 
als of gov ernment are inextricab ly inv olv ed 
in the TVA. And also inv olv ed is a great 
question of gov ernmental policy that cannot 
help b ut affect ev ery taxpayer, ev ery worker, 
ev ery inv estor, and ev ery priv ate enterprise 
in this country. 
Millions of thinking citizens will b e watch­ 
ing the TVA inv estigation. They want the 
truth—plain and unprejudiced.

MEASURING EARNINGS 
Those soured souls, who b eliev e they are wise 
enough to tell w hat a m an earn« , other than b y a 
supply and dem and b asis, are ab solutely conv inced 
tha t if w ages and profits are left a s nearly as pos­ 
sib le on a com petitiv e b asis tha t the w orker would 
suffer. Ev en if they hav e no w ay of explaining how 
they would arriv e a t wages, they in sist tha t the only 
w ay ev er dev ised of determ ining w ages should b e 
discarded. And when the only w ay ev er dev ised of 
determ ining w ages under free enterprise is discard­ 
ed, then we hav e nothing b ut force or dictation to 
determ ine w ages. T here certainly m ust b e som e w ay 
of a rriv in g a t w ages and earnings, if trade and b usi­ 
ness are to function. 


The stron g b eliev ers in w ish w ages do n ot seem 
to realize tha t w ages and profits m ust of necessity b e 
on either a com petitiv e b asis, or a dictatorial, forc­ 
ed b asis.

And the only rule tha t can b e 
reduced to num b ers and figures, so tha t it is under­ 
standab le b etw een d ifferen t people, is com parativ e 
w ages and profits, tha t is w ages and profits on a 
com petitiv e b asis. B ut b ecause som e profits and 
som e w ages hav e for a while slipped aw ay from the 
com petitiv e b asis, these reform ers would hav e all 
wage« and all profits regulated and controlled rather 
than attem ptin g to elim inate the a rb itrary profits 
and w ages and b ring the social relation b ack to the 
free en terprise 
system . 
They Inv ariab ly adv ocate 
furthe r elim ination of com petitiv e w ages and profits 
and a sub stitution of w hat they call “fair" b ut in ­ 
stead it resolv es itself into d ictatorial w ages and 
profits. 


T here is no m ore logic or reason in this conclu­ 
sion than it would b e to say tha t b ecause we cannot 
prev ent m urder, we should elim inate the law s and 
pub lic opinion attem ptin g to prev ent m urder. 
Inv ariab ly these people who think tha t w ages need 
not b e on a com petitiv e b asis, do not realize tha t 
they are adv ocating in reality the loss of free e n ter­ 
prise and tha t the w orkers ev entually would come to 
b e trea ted as paw ns, jus t as cattle and horses are 
treated, if free enterprise and com petitiv e w ages are 
not perm itted to function. 


T he next tim e you he ar som eone talking ab out a 
fa ir wage, or a reasonab le wage, or a social wage, 
ask him to explain how he would arriv e a t wages if 
not on a com petitiv e b asis, so tha t an honest em ­ 
ployer and an honest w orkm an could intelligently 
come to an agreem ent. 


L et it b e rem em b ered tha t com petitiv e wages do 
not m ean w ages should b e adjusted ev ery week or 
ev ery m onth, b ut tha t ov er a lifetim e, or ov er a long 
period, the em ploye is not entitled to receiv e more for 
a serv ice than other people will render the identical 
serv ice fore. 


T here is no question m ore im portant than an a t ­ 
tem pt to get em ployer, em ploye and the consum er to 
come to som e general understanding a« to how to 
m easure w hat a m an produces. 


A nd the supply and dem and m ethod of arriv ing 
a t w ages m eans tha t an employe who is paid as 
m uch as any other em ployer in the country will pay 
him or he can get b y w orking for him self, is cer­ 
tain ly gettin g all he produces, no m atter how m uch 
profit the em ployer m akes on his lab or. Or, on the 
other hand, b ecause the em ployer has a loss, the em ­ 
ploye ehould not b e asked to w ork for one penny less 
than som e other em ployer will pay him or he can 
m ake w orking for him self. This, of course, should 
m ean ov er a period of tim e. If this rule will not work 
in ev ery case a s to m easuring w hat a m an produces, 
the w riter of this colum n would apprecite some one 
pointing it out either priv ately or pub licly. The 
colum ns are open. If we are w rong we w ant to hav e 
our inconsistencies pointed out.

T here w as recently introduced into the U nited 
S tates Senate an am endm ent prov iding for in stan t 
dism issal of any official connected w ith the adm in­ 
istration or relief funds who used either his posi­ 
tion or m oney to influence or interfere w ith election 
results. 


In opposition to this, S en ator Chav ez, of New M ex­ 
ico, declared, “adopt this am endm ent and you will 
defeat such S enators as S enator B arkley.”
